By an act ot the Sd of March, tSIS. »o 
much of the seveial acinous iiopos.d 
higher dUiitft on the tonnage of loieigo 
vvHseh. and on the pioduciions and 
iiufjctures of foreign oaiio> » when im* 
ported into the Unit'd Males iit foieign 
vcsseh, than when inipuitcd in vcsneU

I'o these it was thought impro- 
per to accede, and, in consetiuence, the 
restrictive regulations, whicn had been 
adopted on her part,bcinK countervailed

been io a great measure sHspended.—r 
is much to be regretted» that although 
a ^e^ocialiol) has been long pending ^ 
such is the diversity of views entertatn- 
ed. on the various points, which have 
been brought into discusiion, that theri 
docs not appear.

which all nations puni^b.'-T-the puuish- 
ment ot which give not just cause rf 
complainr, to the i^ower 10 which the

to all equally 
In this case, every cii • 
cumstance which occurred, indicated a 
fixed purpose to violate our 
revenue 
laws.—Had the party intended to pur- 
sue a fair ttade, he would have entered
